The School Committee released more 
than 12 years of secret meeting minutes 
Tuesday night. The minutes will be avail- 
able to the public at Superintendent Clau- 
dia Bach’s office, but residents will be 
charged 20 cents per page for copies. 

A three-inch-thick binder holds 
secret-meeting minutes from July 9, 
1991 to April 7, 2004. Minutes from 
more recent meetings have certain lines 
and entire sections censored. The min- 
utes span the terms of three superinten- 
dents, 

The committee will develop a policy

for the release of future meeting minutes, 
said Committee Chairman Tony James. 
Until a formal policy is adopted, James 
volunteered to review the minutes on a 
weekly basis. 

There was disagreement on whether 
to charge people for copies of minutes 
and about how interested parties might 
view the minutes. The business office 
charged the Townsman $92.50 in Janu- 
ary for 17 pages of meeting minutes per- 
taining to the secret agreement with 
Superintendent Claudia Bach. The cost 
was calculated by the amount of time it 
took Bach to review and redact the pages 
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and the cost was allowable under state 
law, said Schools Business Manager 
Bernie Tuttle. 

The committee eventually voted 4-1 
to charge 20 cents per copy for any 
school document. New member Debbie 
Silberstein voted against the measure. 
Saying it would cost more for employees 
to collect the money than it would for 
them to make copies for free. 

James said in his research he found 
that it has been committee policy not to 
release the minutes unless they were 
requested. James said the committee had 
always been diligent in keeping notes. 
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Members joked that the minutes w ere 
dull and would probably not be useful to 
residents. “I welcome anyone to read this 
material and see how interesting it is,” 
said member Art Barber 

Member Christopher Smith suggested 
putting the minutes into the custody of 
the town clerk, o1 scanning the entire 
packet and posting all minutes online. 
Tuttle said that would be a poor use of an 
employee’s time. The whole book will be 
available at Bach’s office. Tuttle said 
people interested in viewing it would be 
offered a quiet space to look through the

Private article wants town to 


Ban front-lawn parking lots

A resident seeking to halt the 
paving of front yards in subur- 
ban Andover is trying to gain 
town officials support for her 
proposal before Town Meeting 
by simplifying her private arti- 
cle. 

Mary Beth Nason, a High 
Street resident, is sponsoring a 
private warrant article to restrict 
front yard parking in the Single 
Residence A district by requiring 
new multi-family dwellings to 
supply parking in a garage, or in 
a side or back yard. The select- 
men and Planning Board recom- 
mended disapproval of Nason’s 
original article 42, but Nason has 
pared the article and officials 
might give it a second look. 
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The Planning Board recom- 
mended disapproval of Nason’s 
article because it conflicted with 
current zoning regulations.

Previously the article includ- 
ed specifics about driveway 
widths and lot sizes that conflict- 
ed with existing regulations. 

Planning Director Steve 
Colyer said the article had been 
seriously “amputated” and he 
believes the Planning Board 
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dwelling, accessory 
dwelling units, or the conversion 
to two-family or multi-family 
dwelling must provide adequate 
parking as follows: The single- 
family house is excluded from 
this regulation. 

“Parking: All parking spaces 
shall be located in a side yard, 
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rear yard or garage. Only drive- 
ways may be located in the front 
yard.” 

Nason said, “As originally 
intended, Article 42 will not 
affect any existing properties. 
Likewise, all current and future 
single-family homes are exempt 
from its reach. Article 42 
applies only to new construction 
and change of use and for new 
multi-family, accessory dwelling 
units or the conversion to two- 
family or multi-family residen- 
tial units in the SRA district. 

“This zoning regulation is 
necessary because without 
regulations, developers of multi- 
unit housing have paved over 
front yards and taken over public

Clothing allowances: 
Benefit — or bonus? 


Not all departments track spending 


The following is the first in an 
occasional series detailing some 
of the benefits available to town 
employees. With many town con- 
tracts being negotiated, and no 
raises budgeted, this year bene- 


fits could become a crucial part 


of the negotiation process.

The town spends more than 
$100,000 per year to ensure its 
workers have shirts on their 
backs and then some. 

For fiscal year 2005 — the 
budget to be voted on at Town 
Meeting — $138,750 is budgeted 
for town-employee “clothing 
allowances.” 

Town departments differ in 
how the money is disbursed. 
Some require employees to 
show proof of purchase or have 
vendors bill the town directly. 
Other departments simply add 
extra money in employees’ pay- 
checks once or twice each year, 
and do not confirm the money 
has been spent on work clothes 
and uniforms. 

Employees eligible for cloth- 
ing money receive anywhere 
from $175 — given to town 
mechanics to buy shoes — to 
$1,000 per year for police offi- 
cers. Eligible workers include 
those in the elder services, public 
works, plant and facilities, police 
and fire departments.

DPW and facilities department 

During the last seven years, 
Department of Public Works and 
Plant and Facilities Department 
workers have received $325 per 
year for clothing. These employ- 
ees were recently offered more 
money — $600 in clothing 
allowance during the first year - 
in exchange for joining a volun- 
tary uniform program. The vol 
untary uniform program 
involved more oversight on 
spending, requiring employees 
to provide receipts showing 
$400 of the money had been 
spent on town-approved cloth- 
ing. Most employees elected not 
to join (see sidebar, page 5) 


Viewed as Christmas bonus? 

Some town departments issue 
clothing allowances in Decem- 
ber. Director of Public Works 
Jack Petkus acknowledges that 
some workers probably view the 
$325 clothing allowances they 
receive in December as holiday 
bonuses just in time for the shop- 
ping season 

“Do they spend $325 on 
clothes? Probably not,” said 
Petkus. “They look at it as the 
amount of money going in their 
pocket.” 

But Petkus said some of the 
money is spent on work clothes 
during each year. DPW work-

IRS: 500,000 tax 
returns this weekend

As the Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice Processing Center in 
Andover prepared for today’s 
Apnil 15 tax filing deadline, it 
received more than 500,000 
pieces of mail — mostly returns 
from Saturday to Monday morn- 
ing alone, said Andover Field 
Director for Submissions Pro- 
cessing Carol Stender-Larkin. 

It is a busy time of year at the 
Andover center, said Stender- 
Larkin. The center has been 
open 24 hours a day, seven days 
a week since January to deal 
with returns. As of Monday, lit- 
tle more than half of the 8.5 mil- 
lion paper returns had shown up, 
said Stender-Larkin. She said 
the biggest shipment of

envelopes arrives three days 
after the deadline, care of the 
US Postal Service 

Stender-Larkin oversees 
approximately 2,000 employees 
during the peak tax season. Half 
of those employees are seasonal, 
or temporary help. They have 
received 4.6 million paper 
returns and 9.8 million electron- 
ic retums so far this year. Sten- 
der-Larkin expected 8.5 million 
paper and 11.5 million electron- 
ic returns in total. 

More people are turning to 
electronic filing, said Stender- 
Larkin. This year there has been 
a |2-percent national increase in 
electronic filing, which Stender- 
Larkin said matches what the

Andover center has experienced. 
The IRS has received a Con- 
gressional mandate to increase 
the number of people who file 
electronically to 80 percent, said 
Stender-Larkin. She said new 
taxpayers tend to file electroni- 
cally, but the preferences of 
older taxpayers who are used to 
the paper return will be difficult 
to change. Stender-Larkin said 
the IRS has floated the idea 
before Congress of offering 
electronic filers a tax credit, but 
it has not been embraced. 
“We're looking for ways to offer 
people incentives,” she said. 
Stender-Larkin said half of 
those who file a paper return use 
their computers to prepare that 
return. She said the IRS just 
needs to offer taxpayers a better 
way to transmit it from their 
computers to the IRS. Some 
quality for free electronic filing, 
but most who file electronically 
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do so through an accounting ser- 
vice or with purchased software. 

Electronic returns take less 
than half the work to process as 
mailed returns, said Stender- 
Larkin. Electronic returns can- 
not be filed until all of the fields 
are filled out correctly, which 
makes them much more accu- 
rate when they are received. 
Stender-Larkin said the most 
common error taxpayers make 
is writing the j 


requesting an extension is: 888- 
796-1074. The IRS Web site is 
WWw.Irs. gov. 

There is no payment exten- 
sion and interest will accrue on 
any taxes not paid by April 15. 
The current rate is 5 percent per 
year, compounded daily. Late 
penalty charges may also apply 
if less than 90 percent of the 
total tax is not paid.

Will wait and see on Fish Brook contamination levels

After taking six months to 
respond to Andover appeals, the 
Massachusetts Highway Depart- 
ment announced it plans to wait 
and see what happens to salt lev- 
els in Fish Brook, a contaminat- 
ed stream that has been pumped 
into Haggetts Pond, Andover’s 
drinking-water source. Health 
Director Everett Penney said he 
was disappointed with the 
response, but said the resident 
group that formed to study cont- 
amination to Fish Brook will 
continue to watch conditions. 

October tests on the water of 
Fish Brook near the junction of 
Interstates 93 and 495 showed 
sodium levels 25 times greater 
than those recommended by the 
Environmental Protection Act. 
A state salt dump at the junction 
that supplies winter road salt for 
the highways is the main culprit, 
but salt run off from the high- 
ways also contributes to the 


problem, said Penney. 

Penney drafted two letters to 
the state regarding the problem, 
the first in late October, the sec- 
ond in January after Mass High- 
way failed to respond to the first. 
Mass Highway officials met 
Penney and Andover water offi- 
cials in February. 

Mass Highway responded in 
writing last week to that meet- 
ing. Thomas Broderick, chief 
engineer for Mass Highway, 
wrote that salt began to be stock- 
piled at the site in 1998, but it 
was not until 2001 that a salt 
shed was built and a paved area 
was extended to help prevent 
runoff. 

Broderick said Mass High- 
way intends to see if the shed 
and pavement reduce the salt 
levels. He said the stream could 
still be showing the effects of the 
runoff that existed prior to the 
2001 improvements. He also 
suggested — because it could 


take time for pre-2001 salt 
runoff to seep through the 
ground into the stream — that salt 
levels could still drop as a result 
of these improvements. 

Penney is not impressed. “It’s 
inadequate,” he said. Penney 
said the Andover Board of 
Health had hoped the sections of 
Interstates 93 and 495 that run 
through Andover’s watershed 
would be designated low-salt 
zones. 

The Board of Health has not 
met since the letter was received, 
said Penney. 

The Fish Brook Initiative 
Task Force, a 12-resident group 
formed to test and monitor the 
water, met Tuesday night to set 
up water-sampling teams. Pen- 
ney has already shown members 
how to collect samples at Fish 
Brook. Penney said the group 
also discussed creating a Web 
site as part of a public outreach 
program.

The federal government is 
helping to shovel away the debt 
Andover acquired during this 
year’s snow-removal season.

and developmental day pro- 
grams.” 

Osgood Street runs 
between Frontage Road and 
Interstate 93 and the section 
discussed is presently used 
only as an access way to the 
center, said Anderson. 
Raytheon borders the proper- 
ty to the north. Anderson said 
the road has been used as a 
turnaround for trucks coming 
off the interstate and by 
Raytheon employees. The 
section of street 1s approxi- 
mately 320 feet in length.

If the center bought the 
land, it would discourage 
such traffic by marking the 
Street as a private way, said 
Anderson. Anderson said 
purchasing the land would 
also act as an “insurance pol- 
icy.” 

“The property could be 
attractive to people you don’t 
want next to you.” she said. 

Expansion or added park- 
ing facilities are also possibil- 
ities, said Anderson. The cen- 
ter has been located on 
Osgood Street since 1986, 
and has operated in Andover 
for 30 years. During that 
time, the center has greatly 
expanded its services. The 
program was started by 
Anderson and one other reg- 
istered nurse and now 
employs more than 70 pro- 
fessionals (see related story 
in Education, page 7). 

Anderson said there are no 
present, specific plans to 
expand, but the building at 32 
Osgood St. is cramped for the 
services provided there. 
Anderson said the center pro- 
vides a good buffer between 
neighbors and the industrial 
area. 

Town Manager Buzz 
Stapezynski said the article 
was straightforward and he 
expected Town Meeting to 
approve it. 

“It's a discontinued piece 
of road and they want to pro- 
tect the property,” said 
Stapezynski. 

Stapezynski said no price 
has been discussed for the 
land.

Outvoted selectman to issue warning 


By Andrea Gregory 

Selectman Brian Major took a final shot 
Monday at convincing his board that approv- 
ing the budget set for Town Meeting and 
using substantial free cash will lead to “‘cat- 
astrophe.” 

Town Meeting voters will make the final 
call, but those joining Major will have to 
reject the recommendation of the majority of 
the Board of Selectmen and the Finance 
Committee. 

Selectmen and the Finance Committee 
recently recommended approval of spending 
$1 million from “free cash,” a type of rainy- 
day account, to provide the school depart- 
ment with $1.4 million more than the town 
manager's recommendation. Selectman 
Brian Major and Mary Lyman had opposed 
the $48.6 million budget sought by the 
school department. School officials say they 
need more money to meet state mandates, 
such as those for special education and 
learning time at Andover High School. 
Other officials believe it is possible the town 
can collect enough new revenue next year to 
avoid a serious problem.

But for a second time on Monday night, 
Major told fellow selectmen that approving 
the budget before Town Meeting will only 
create larger financial problems in a year or 
two. He said the town should not be using 
free cash for the operating budget, because it 
is not sustainable. He warned that if the town 
provides money for employee raises - an 
expense currently not included in the budget 
— by 2007 all town reserves could be spent. 
He said the numbers were worse than he 
thought a few weeks ago, since he had not 
factored in $300,000 Andover traditionally 
takes from free cash for the operating bud- 
get. 

Major notified selectmen of his plan to 
step down from the selectmen’s stage at 
Town Meeting to express his view to voters 
as a resident. 

“I’m planning to make an amendment on 
the floor of Town Meeting for a smaller 
amount of free cash,” said Major. “We are 
completely out of free cash a year from now, 
going into Town Meeting. I’m really con- 
cerned. There is no money available.” 

“Hopefully it won't be as bad as you por- 


tray it,” Town Manager Buzz Stapezynski 
said to Major. 

But Major insists action needs to be taken 
today. Major suggested the possibility of 
having departments absorb the cost of pay 
increases. The budget Town Meeting voters 
will be asked to approve does not include 
pay raises, and will be another financial blow 
to the town, said Major. 

“I want to make sure citizens don’t come 
back to us and say ‘When did this happen? 
We are in a financial mess?’” said Major. “It 
explodes next year. And in ’07 it’s a cata- 
strophe.” 

Selectmen took part in a short-lived dis- 
cussion about cutting back the school 
department's budget. But once Selectman 
Ted Teichert asked Major what he proposed 
the schools cut, the conversation began to 
die. 

“I need to take care of today’s problem. 
I'm worried about today,” said Teichert. 

“As managers we need to worry about 
tomorrow's problems,” responded Major. 
“I’m concerned about the students next year 
and the year after.”

Two town employees drive 
around Andover going house to 
house, building to building. 
They must knock on doors and — 
when people are home — go 
down to their basements to read 
their water meters. Numbers are 
manually entered into a hand- 
held computer. Then, back at the 
water treatment plant the work- 
ers enter the data into another 
computer. 

It takes the two workers six 
months to complete the task, 
said Jack Petkus, public works 
director. 

But the job could be a lot 
simpler and less timely if every 
meter in town was brought up to 
date, he said. 

Andover is looking to 
upgrade every water meter in 
town. It will cost a total of 
$1.8 million to replace all of 
Andover’s water meters. Town 
Meeting voters will be asked to 
approve spending $900,000 this 
year and another $900,000 next

The new system will elimi- 
nate inside trips to read the 
meters. Wires connected to the 
meter will transfer its calcula- 
tion to a small, gray plastic box 
attached to the outside of a 
home. The hand-held computers 
employees use will be able to 
pick up the data from a few hun- 
dred feet away, said Petkus. He 
said in many cases, employees 
won't even have to step out of 


“They will drive by. Poof, it 
will right up on there,” said 
Petkus. “We will be able to read 
the entire town with one person 
(in) three or four days.” 

Not only will the account 
number and reading instantly 
appear on the hand-held device 
operated from a distance, but 
any meter tampering will show 


up. 

“Tt tells us if it was discon- 
nected and reconnected. Pretty 
slick,” said Petkus. “These 
meters are much more accurate 
than what we have now. “ 

Petkus said one third of 
Andover homes have newer 
meters that will only need par- 
tial replacement. 

The faces on the new meters 
contain mineral oil, and are 
designed to prevent fogging or 
corrosion. 

Petkus said if Town Meeting 
votes in favor of the program, it 
will not have an effect on resi- 
dents’ water bills. 

Installation of the new meter 
should take about a half hour, 
and that could be the last time 
town workers need to go inside 
buildings for anything associat- 
ed with meters for a long time, 


said Petkus.

Uniform program with Police r 


oversight not popular 


Most employees prefer program that 
offers less money with no requirements 


Most employees offered a 
larger clothing allowance in 
exchange for joining a “volun- 
tary uniform program” elected 
not to join. The program would 
have allowed for greater over- 
sight of how clothing- 
allowance money is 
spent. 

During the last 
contract negotiations, 
the voluntary uniform 
program was created 
for the Department of 
Public Works and 
Plant and Facilities 
Department. To 
entice employees to 
join the program, 
which requires them 
to buy specific uni- 
forms, a $600 cloth- 
ing allowance was offered to 
those who signed on during the 
first year. Employees who did 
not join the program received 
the traditional $325 for cloth- 
ing. 

To receive the $600, 
employees were required to 
show receipts showing $400 

had been spent on town- 
approved clothing or uniforms. 
This year, employees in the uni- 
form program received $425, 
and had to provide receipts 
showing $225 of this had been 
spent on uniforms. 

Plant and Facilities Director 
Joe Piantedosi said about one- 
third of his employees decided 
to participate during the first 
year of the voluntary uniform 
program and collected the $600 
allowance. 

Although no one from 
publics works opted for the uni- 
forms, DPW Director Jack 
Petkus said he would like to see 
employees take advantage of it 
in the future. “It’s helpful to res- 
idents (as a form of identifica- 
tion),” said Petkus. “I think uni- 
forms give an individual a cer- 
tain amount of pride about 
where they work.” 

Petkus said employees from 
the water and sewer department 
did purchase uniforms, but 
without joining the voluntary 
uniform program. He said they 
wear shirts and jackets identify- 
ing themselves as town employ-

ees because the clothing has the 
native American used on the 
town seal. 

According to Piantedosi, the 
town has offered a $325 cloth- 
ing allowance to plant and facil- 
ities and DPW works for seven 
years. He said the vol- 
untary uniform pro- 
gram is the first change 
to the program. 

“The ($325 avail- 
able under the) old 
program is not going 
up. After taxes, there’s 
not a lot left,” Piante- 
i) dosi said. “From what 
I've seen they really 
spend the entire 
amount on clothing. 
They do work in areas 
where (clothes) get 

rips or stains on them and end 
up as rags.” 

Why would employees turn 
down the chance for more 
clothing money? “I’m sure if 
you asked 10 people you would 
get 10 different answers. I’m 
sure some people see it as a 
way of helping them pay for 
Christmas gifts. Some people 
don’t want to wear what's 
called a uniform,” said Piante- 
dosi. 

“T think it’s there loss, per- 
sonally,” said Dwayne Scruton, 
building maintenance mechani- 
cal foreman and union presi- 
dent. “Some of the older peo- 
ple, they just feel that it’s taking 
away their individuality. It’s not 
a big deal to me. It’s what most 
of us wear anyway.” 

Although employees in his 
department are required to 
show receipts for only part of 
the money earmarked for 
clothes, he said almost every- 
one in his department hands 
over receipts for the full amount 
and has for the past two years. 

“You eat it up,” said Scruton. 
“Professionalism, to me is part 
of the job, and looking profes- 
sional.” 

But Piantedosi likes the uni- 
forms and hopes more employ- 
ees will sign up. “They look 
great. I can say I’m very 
pleased with the program,” he 
said.

ers are required to wear steel- 
toed boots that can cost more 
than $150 per pair. He said the 
type of work his employees do 
really wears on their shoes, and 
they would be lucky to get two 
years out of them. 

Dwayne Scruton, building 
maintenance mechanical fore- 
man and union president, said he 
has gone through two pairs of 
shoes in a year. That would eat 
up most of the $325 given to 
employees not taking part in the 
uniform program. Scruton and 
his boss, P&F director Joe 
Piantedosi, both said one of the 
possible reasons employees 
might have for avoiding the uni- 
form program is that clothing 
allowances are handed out just in 
time for the holiday season. 


Fire 

Firefighters began receiving a 
$350 clothing allowance in fiscal 
year 1999, with a annual 
increase of $50. Currently, the 
annual clothing allowance for 
firefighters is capped at $600. 

Payment is received twice a 
year, in July and January. 

Like public works and plant 
and facilities, the clothing 
allowance is distributed in a 
check and workers do not need 
to provide receipts. 

“It goes in your check so 
there’s taxes on it. So, that’s not 
the full amount you're getting,” 
said James Landry, firefighter 
union president. 

Both Landry and Fire Chief 
Charles Murnane insist $600 is 
appropriate and spent on work 
clothes. “I would trust that it is.” 
said Murnane. “I have no reason 
to believe all the money is not 
being spent.” 

“It's nowhere near in excess. 
Believe me, it’s what you need 
to do the job,” said Landry. “You 
can go through two pairs of gear 
in a day.” 

According to Murnane, previ- 
ous contracts required receipts 
but caused “an accounting night- 
mare.” 

New hires are given a starter 
wardrobe valued around $1,200. 
That does not include the gear 
that is worn into fires such as the 
jacket, helmet and boots. Mur- 
nane said that gear costs another 
$1,000. On top of this allowance 
money, fire deputy chiefs and

Learning in silence

Lizbeth DePena walked 
down the unfamiliar high 
school’s tiled hallways, stu- 
dents rushing past her on their 
way to class. 

“Have you ever seen 
another high school?" asked 
her teacher, Nancy Hogan. 

DePena signed a quick 
response with her hands: 
“No. Just Lawrence High 
School.” Hogan smiled as 
DePena and her classmates 
dodged crowds of chattering 
students and entered the hush 
of the school’s library. 

“We tend to be a quiet 
group,” she said, “except 
sometimes.” 

One morning this week, 
the silence spoke volumes. 
DePena and six other deaf 
and hearing-impaired stu- 
dents from Lawrence visited 
Andover High School, both 
to expand their own horizons 
and to meet and chat with a 
classroom of hearing students 
who are studying sign lan- 
guage. 

The first-time visit Mon- 
day was a rare chance for the 
Lawrence students to con- 
verse with a new group of 
peers, and to spend time with 
a deaf adult - Andover sign 
language teacher Debra 
McQuaid — who is intimately 
familiar with the challenges 
of growing up deaf in a hear- 
ing world. “My students gen- 
erally don’t have an opportu- 
nity to meet with deaf adults,” 
said Hogan, who is not deaf. 
“Their parents aren't deaf 
and, in a place like Lawrence, 
there isn’t a way for them to 
meet deaf adults. Their par- 
ents don’t know sign lan- 
guage. It’s kind of heartbreak- 
ing.” 

The trip began with a ses- 
sion in the library with 
McQuaid, who signed rapidly 
as an interpreter spoke her 
words. Growing up in Cali- 
fornia, McQuaid attended a 
regular school until she found 
out about a high school for 
the deaf, and showed her fam- 
ily that people could succeed 
in life without being able to 


hear. 
One of the benefits of her 
talent for sign language was a 


job teaching signing to a 


famous gorilla named Koko, 
she said. 

“Now she’s over 565 
pounds,” McQuaid signed, 
drawing laughter from her 
audience. “I don’t want to 
teach her now.” 

During the meeting, one of 
McQuaid’s best students, 
senior Dale Spollett, made 
small talk with one of 
Hogan’s students, Xavier 
Bonilla. 

“What do you do outside, 
after school?” Bonilla asked. 

“For three years I played 
soccer,” Spollett signed back. 

“Do you work?" Bonilla 
asked, turning to Spollett’s 
classmate Jocelyn Gerety. 

“At a day care,” she 
answered. 

“That's cool,” he said. 

“What do you like to do 
for fun?” Spollett asked. 

“T like to hang out with my 
friends, some of them hear- 
ing, some not,” Bonilla said. 
“I like to play basketball.” 

An interpreter walked into 
the room and said she'd just 
seen a student smoking in the 
bathroom, which led to a dis- 
cussion with McQuaid and 
some students about smoking 
among young people. Student 
Maxie Holman watched, her 
eyes intent on whoever was 
signing at the moment. 

“I'm missing a little bit 
because they're going so 
fast,” she said. 

Meegan Alves signed to 
visitor Ivette Resto, speaking 
her message aloud in broken 
English that reflected the 
abbreviated nature of sign 
language. “Our friends watch 
us sign and they not know,” 
she said. "They try to learn. 
It’s like, Hi, I love you.” She 
made the “I love you” sign. 
Resto nodded. 

Spollett said he has con- 
sidered working as a sign lan- 
guage interpreter. “I’m a very 
visual person and I really 
wanted to learn the lan- 
guage,” he said.

More defense for soccer coach nearing end of contest

REPLACING MISSING TEETH Example of Seasonal Activities 


As its name implies, a ‘fixed bridge” is a dental appliance that bridges gaps between 
teeth by replacing missing teeth. This is accomplished by setting the prosthetic tooth 
(called a pontic) in place y cementing the bridge to healthy abutment teeth on either 
side of the gap. Thus, a fixed bridge typically is composed of a pontic fused between two 
Crowns that attach to abutment teeth. Aside from a traditional bridge, another popular 
design is the resin bonded, or Maryland bridge. This makes use of a pontic fused to metal 
bands that can be bonded to the abutment teeth with resin cement and hidden from view. 
This design reduces the amount of preparation that healthy abutment teeth need endure.

AREN HARRIS IS AT EASE 
in her home studio on 
Standish Circle. Large 
windows reveal the bor- 
der of Indian Ridge, and tall back- 
yard trees give the remodeled for- 
mer porch a space-of-her-own 
feel. Behind her easel is a large hot 
tub. But most of the time Harris 
spends in her studio, she spends 
painting. 

Her easel shows a work in 
progress. It will soon be a water- 
color collage of old North Station 
in Boston. Much of Harris’ art- 
work captures places that have 
changed or will soon change, and 
they include many Andover loca- 
tions. 

Longtime residents probably 
remember Liggett Drugs in Shaw- 
sheen Plaza — and how it looked at 
Christmas time, complete with a 
Christmas tree on top of the store. 
Wreaths and garland also dripped 
from the store’s overhang. For 
Harris, the decorated storefront 
was one of the first signs that the 
winter holidays were approaching. 
This is an Andover memory she 
has captured through watercolor. 
The Liggett painting now hangs on 
her studio wall. 

Harris views her paintings of 
structures as a type of portrait, as 
pieces of history. 

“T never thought of that as what 
I was doing. It wasn’t something I 
set out to do,” said Harris. “When 
they used to say they were going 
to tear something down, I would 
go take a picture of it.” 

Harris said she has stood on top 
of her car or brought a step stool 
into the middle of the street to cap- 
ture a certain angle with her cam- 
era that she will later paint. But 
Harris admits, she has more slides 
and photographs than she will ever 
have the time to recreate with 
watercolor. 

Harris said she has been draw- 
ing since she was a child. But she 
did not formally train in art until 
her adult life. Her father thought 
she should be a nurse or a teacher. 
Instead, Harris raised three chil- 
dren in Andover. 

“I very much wanted some- 
thing for me,” said Harris, who 
found the time to satisfy her artis- 
tic calling. “I sort of wonder how I 
ever did it. There was an energy 
behind it.” 

After taking a few classes and 
studying under other local artists, 
Harris spent some time teaching 
art through Andover’s Department 
of Community Services. 

“It’s an interesting town to 
paint,” she said about Andover. 
About 15 years ago, Harris took 
a new approach to using watercol- 
ors, which she describes as a very 
unforgiving medium. 

“T think one of the things you 
learn when you paint is how to get 
out of trouble,” said Harris. 

For Harris, that meant cutting 
out different pieces of the scene 
and placing them back into the 
borders of her painting. She calls it 
watercolor collage. 

The first time she experimented 
with watercolor collage was while 
completing a painting of Essex 
Street. In her collage, the houses 
are cutouts, inserted with slits and 
tabs, and held in place with a 
touch of glue. The layers of the 
three-dimensional watercolor cre- 
ate a unique depth to her artwork. 
“I like how you see the process, 
how you see the pieces,” she said. 
“Sometimes I just pull everything 
apart and put it back together.” 
Most of Harris’ artwork is of 
structures — houses, buildings, 


streetscapes with cutout cars dri- 
ving through. She said part of 
what is so great about Andover is

Andover runners set to celebrate Patriots Day by

EVEN-YEAR-OLD ANNIE GOODWIN WAS 
diagnosed with a brain tumor in Janu- 
ary 2003. As Annie completes her 
final sessions of chemotherapy — which doc- 
tors say will succeed in curing Annie — her 
dad, John Goodwin, has found another w ay 
to support Annie and other cancer patients. 

He will run in the Boston Marathon on 
Monday, April 19 to raise money for the 
Dana-Farber Cancer Institute. 

Annie Goodwin's experience is just one 
that has moved Andover runners — some 
athletes, some who are running simply for 
humanitarian purposes — to participate in the 
marathon. Twenty-nine runners from 
Andover have registered to run in the 
marathon this year. Last year, 14 registered 
runners from Andover completed the race. 

The Boston Marathon, now in its 108th 
year, is the world’s oldest annual marathon 
and draws competitors from around the 
globe. The race is 26.2 miles long, starting 
in Hopkinton and ending at Copley Square 
in Boston. 

But runners such as Goodwin know the 
pain of a marathon is nothing compared to 
what those with illnesses must suffer. 

Annie Goodwin complained of 
headaches and after making the rounds of 
several doctors, a computed tomography 
(CT) scan showed a black spot in her brain. 
A magnetic resonance imaging (MRI) scan 
confirmed their fears. 

Annie, a first grader at Shawsheen 
School, has missed 30 to 40 days of school 
this year for chemotherapy treatments. Her 
treatments will conclude in May and are 
expected to cure her completely, said Good- 
win. But he wanted a way to help raise 
money to fight cancer and he is a runner, so 
he signed up for the marathon. 

“Tt was just something I can do. I’m not a 
doctor,” said Goodwin, recently of Andover 
and now of North Andover. 

Goodwin, 48, tried competing in the 
marathon in 1993, but the warm weather 
that day forced him to stop after 22 miles. 
Now he is simply running to raise money 
for the Dana-Farber Marathon Challenge 
team. Goodwin has raised $4,500, which his

Even early in the spring, the arrangement of 
gardens on Frank and Belva Hopkins’ property 
is impressive, including several waterfalls and 
water gardens.

sary ingredients to build a network of water gar- 
dens, running from the back lawn to the front 
edge of the property. 

On June 19, the Spade and Trowel Club of 
Andover will offer a water-garden tour. Guests 
will be invited to tour about 10 residential gar- 
dens in the area, ending at the residence of 
Frank and Belva Hopkins. Tickets for the tour 
will be available at a variety of locations in 
town, including Andover Book Store. 

One shouldn’t imagine that such gardens are 
created without some painstaking work. Belva 
Hopkins says that, to her, it seems as though she 
has spent much of her life lifting boulders from 


the earth and transplanting the stones around the 
grounds to make the natural borders for many of 
the flowers and flowing pools of water. She 
counts 10 or 11 gardens on the property, in all. 

Many of the gardens that dot the Hopkinses’ 
property are named for their family members, 
both lost and living. 

As the charming couple tours the yard, point- 
ing out signs and the names of roses along the 
way, Frank Hopkins mentions that the newest 
waterfall in the back lawn does not have a sign. 
As the couple passes their pool, he says they try 
to keep the thorns from the roses surrounding 
the pool off the deck. “It’s only a 


problem when she’s pruning,” he says, teasing- 
ly. 

“This one over here is ‘new’ waterfall, and 
then we're going to have a ‘new, new’ water- 
fall’ Belva Hopkins says. Undoubtedly, these 
newest additions will have proper names soon 
enough. 

At poolside, Belva Hopkins says that, “some 
people said you shouldn't have roses around the 
pool, because they're all prickly. It’s a way to 
keep my grandchildren out of my garden. If I 
had my perennials there, they (my grandchil- 
dren) would be running all through it.”

The League of Women voters 
of Andover invited the “Garden 
Guys,” Sam Jeffries and Steve 
McCarthy, to speak at the 
Organic Lawn and Garden Fair 
on March 27. The garden guys 
appear regularly on a television 
program entitled People, Places 
and Plants, and also have a 
weekly radio show where listen- 
ers can call in and ask them 
questions about gardening and 
gardening-related topics. 
Jeffries spoke to a group of 
avid gardeners for more than an 
hour, and, afterward, those who 
gathered to hear him speak 
could ask him questions about 
gardening, as well as sample an 
array of organic gardening prod- 
ucts that were arranged on tables 
around the outside of a function 
room at West Parish Church. 
Jeffries said many communi- 
ties are concerned about the 
localized environmental impact 
of chemicals such as fertilizers, 
which are used by farmers and 
gardeners alike to cultivate flow- 
ers, plants and crops. He said 
people are concerned about 
where all these chemicals and 
pesticides are ending up after 
they go through the lawn — if 
they even get that far. 
Generally, people interested 
in gardening are thirsty for more 
information, and will absorb all 
that they can, said Jeffries. “You 
can never give them enough 
education. There’s a genuine 
thirst for more information. If 
we can convey more of what we 
know, we'll all be better for it,” 
he said. 


How did the name “Garden 
Guys” originate? 

We came up with it our- 
selves. Garden guys just kind of 
stuck. 


What are your goals for the 
garden guys? 
Basically, we try and teach 


people to become stewards of

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their own landscape, educating 
them about the newest and best 
products that are out there and 
can help them have success in 
gardening, but do it with an eco- 
logical mindset. 


Do people embrace your 
ideas or principles?

Do people know about the 
organic alternatives? 

People are looking for alter- 
natives, but, quite frankly, the 
industry does a wonderful job 
marketing to itself, but they 
don’t convey information very 
well to the general public. Steve 
(McCarthy, Jeffries partner) and 
I think that, we're filling that 
void, filling the gap between the 
manufacturer and the consumer 
Because we know now — we've 
been lecturing now for a year 
and a half to garden clubs and 
garden centers and rotary clubs 
~ people are looking for envi- 
ronmentally safe alternatives, 
but don’t know that they exist. 
And that’s part of the problem 
with the industry. This industry 
is not (made up of) good mar- 
keters. 


What have been the effects 
of unthoughtful or careless use 
of fertilizers and other ele- 
ments?

If you have a pick-up 
truck, a rake, a shovel and a

A lone golf ball is seen rest- 
ing at the base of a still dormant 
rose bush. “We don’t have time 
for golf,” she says. Frank Hop- 
kins smiles and says nothing. 

Brown wooden bridges tra- 
verse pools of water on the 
lawn, and waterfalls run along 
the back part of the property and 
along one side of the house. 

Belva Hopkins quietly men- 
tions that the fern isn’t showing 
so early in the spring, but that 
the malt was showing some 
color along the side of the 
waterfall in the back yard. Frank 
Hopkins turns on a water pump, 
and his wife gently explains that 
they use a plastic liner under- 
neath the waterfall to contain the 
flow and direct the water's path. 
The water then runs over rocks 
and down the slopes, eventually 
settling in ponds alive with bril- 
liant orange fish. Water also 
winds around the width of the 
property and along the side of 
the house, where it connects 
with another network of water- 
falls. 

“It was a lot of work, but it 
was also a lot of fun,” Belva 
Hopkins says, before joking, “It 
saves the psychiatrist bills.” 

Early in the spring is not the 
best season to show off gardens. 
But, one can imagine — in the 
piles of brownish leaves and 
bare bushes that will bloom in a 
few weeks — the outlines of a 
fully-flowering landscape. 

“T've been gardening all of 
my life,” Belva Hopkins contin- 
ues. “When I was kid I used to 
go into the woods and dig up 
wild flowers,” she says. Her 
father was a vegetable gardener 
in Virginia. Her father is still liv- 
ing at age 96, and she attributes 
some of his longevity to his avo- 
cation.

scaper! If you're an electrician, 
you have to become a licensed 
electrician; if you're a plumber, 
you have to become a licensed 
plumber. Well, there’s no such 
thing as a licensed landscaper. 

So, because of that, there are 
organizations within the frame- 
work of the landscaping and 
nursery industries that have been 
out there for a number of years, 
and require, if you want to attain 
a certain level, that you have to 
become certified. 

I'm a certified horticulturalist 
in the state of Massachusetts. 
How did I attain that? Well, | 
took a comprehensive exam, and 
have X number of years of 
schooling in order to do that. 


Does the lay person under- 
stand the difference between a 
“certified” horticulturalist 
and just a regular landscaper? 

Well, I’m not sure. They’re 
figuring it out, but it’s taking 
time. The arborist association is 
the same thing: anybody can go 
out and cut a tree down, but if 
you want to do it properly, then 
you hire somebody who is a cer- 
tified arborist. 


What are the other implica- 
tions? Are people who are 
uncertified or unknowledge- 
able using unhealthy products 
or doing harmful things to the 
landscape? 

They could very well be. I 
think the biggest problem is that 
we all operate on the mentality 
that if this is good, then more is 
better. You just can’t use chemi- 
cals that way. Again, if there’s 
an alternative method to getting 
the same end result, and one is 
offered synthetically and one is 
offered organically, | think you 
need to take a step back and say, 
“OK, here are my short-term 
results. What are my long-term 
ramifications going to be?” 


What’s an example (of peo- 
ple thinking that way)? 

Well, I mean, you flip over a 
bag in any type of a four-step 
program and look at the precau- 
tions on the bag: “Do not use 
near water-ways.” 


Safe gardenin 


Do people ignore those pre- 
cautions? 

I think so. Either they ignore 
it, or they're not entirely aware 
of it. A blatant example of that 
is, anyone who has someone 
working in their yard — a profes- 
sional lawn-care company — that 
is working with synthetics, I 
mean, what happens when they 
leave? A bunch of yellow tags in 
that yard. Those yellow tags 
basically imply that some type 
of program has been added not 
recommended for children and 
pets. So, what we want to do is 
make people aware, again, that 
you can have the same end 
result and do it using organic 
products, for instance, and not 
have to worry. You can make the 
applications while your entire 
family is out there, while you're 
doing it. And, after the fertilizer 
is down, we recommend water- 
ing it in. Turn on the sprinkler 
and let the kids run through it in 
bare feet. It’s not going to harm 
anybody. 


Do the questions on the 
radio show surprise you at all? 

No, having been in the indus- 
try for so long, I've probably 
heard them in some shape or 
form along the way. Although 
everybody has a different little 
twist. Steve and I also tell peo- 
ple up front: listen, neither one 
of us profess to know all about 
gardening, and I don’t know of 
anybody who does. There’s so 
much information out there, and 
it’s changing daily. That’s what 
makes it so much fun. But, if we 
don’t know an answer to a ques- 
tion, we'll get back on the 
phone. And that’s the fun part 
about it, because it forces us to 
do some research. We consult 
our “brother wizards.” 


What first inspired you to 
get into gardening? 

I first got inspired about gar- 
dening by my grandfather. He 
and I were walking just around 
the yard, and I happened to ask 
him what kind of a plant it was. 
“Arctostaphylos uva-ursi.” It 
took me about a year to learn 
how to spell it. The common 
name is “Bearberry.” That was 
the first plant I ever learned. 
And when I took my certifica- 
tion exam, that was the first 
plant that was listed on the test.

Sam Jeffries recently spoke to a group of avid gardeners at 
West Parish Church. Jeffries advocates for the use of 
environmentally-safe gardening products and practices. 


And I thought, I've known that 
for 25 years. It was a piece of 
cake! 


What mistakes do people 
make when they first get into 
gardening? 

What we basically try and 
tell people is, don’t be afraid to 
make mistakes, because we all 
do it. If there is a deterrent about 
gardening, it is, “Oh, my God, 
I’m going to kill the plant.” 
We've all killed plants. Not 
because we've wanted to. In 
large part, it might not have even 
been our fault. If there is a mis- 
take that people make, it is that 
they tend to love them too much 
Maybe give them too much sun, 
or too much water or too much 
fertilizer. If anything, take a 
good look at any plant that you 
purchase. It always comes with 
a label. Read the label; take a 
good close look at it. Follow 
those instructions. If it requires 
part sun/part shade, weil, don’t 
put it in a sunny area. 

People do tend to overfeed 
their plants. Think of it as your- 
self. How do you feel when 
you're overfed: sluggish. Plants 
are very much the same way 
Same with the water. Too much, 
especially in a contained pot, 
can drown a plant. But, don’t be 
afraid — jump right in, all the 
way up to your elbows. Learn 
from your mistakes, and ask a 
lot of questions.

(MS) — For healthier lawns 
and beautiful flowers, follow 
these seven habits of successful 
gardeners. They will lead one 
down the garden path toward 
less maintenance and more time 
to enjoy a healthier, more beau- 
tiful landscape and garden. 

1. Amend soil annually. 
Add 2 inches of peat moss or a 
peat moss/compost blend, and 
work it into the top 6 to 8 inches 
of soil. Use peat moss to amend 
the soil when planting trees or 
gardens, adding a lawn or trans- 
planting shrubs. The better the 
soil, the healthier the plants and 
the easier it will be to garden. 

2. Water regularly and feed 
when necessary. Feel the soil to 
decide when the plants need 
more water. Fertilize when the 
plants need it — not just when 
one gets around to it. Too much 
fertilizer causes as much harm 
as too little, resulting in a 
scorched or burned look to the 
foliage, or fast, rank growth 
which is more susceptible to 
insects and disease. Always read 
and follow label instructions. 

3. Mulch is a must. Mother 
Nature never intended soil to be 
naked. A mulch is like frosting 
on a cake — one could do with- 
out, but why would one want to?

mulch will conserve moisture, 
block weeds, equalize soil tem- 
perature and slowly feed the 
plants. 

4. Be picky about the 
plants. Choose varieties that 
offer more than one season of 
interest: spring flowering trees 
that display interesting bark in 
the winter, or blooming shrubs 
with the added bonus of winter 
berries or autumn foliage color. 

5. Compost. Nothing else 
does so much for so little. By 
layering green material (a 
source of nitrogen), such as 
grass clippings, weeds and prun- 
ing crumbs with brown material 
(a source of carbon), such as 
fallen leaves, peat moss or soil, 
gardeners can create a rich, 
black compost. This mixture is 
perfect as an additive to poor 
soil, or as a feeding mulch. 

6. Walk the garden fre- 
quently. This will encourage 
one to deadhead, pick weeds, 
and learn to appreciate the small 
details and tiny miracles that 
make gardening so satisfying. 

7. Garden and learn. Avoid 
costly mistakes by reading, talk- 
ing to other gardeners and shar- 
ing information. The education 
of a gardener can be just as 
enjoyable as the hobby itself.

boyant in foliage - namely herbs. What 
herbs may lack in visual impact, they cer- 
tainly make up for in their aroma, and, later, 
flavor in one’s cooking. 

Many gardening enthusiasts would like 
to add an herb garden to their current land- 
scaping design, but do not know where to 
begin. Remember, planting herbs requires 
as much planning and soil preparation as 
those beds of daffodils and tulips lining the 
front entrances. 

According to avid gardener Ann 
McCormick, the following are steps one 


Spot the plot 

While not all backyards contain the ideal 
conditions, look for as many of the follow- 
ing as possible: 

Soil containing equal parts of sand, loam, 
and clay, which also has good drainage. 

Ground with a pH that is neutral or 
slightly alkaline. (Check the local garden 
center for a common pH-testing kit.) 

At least four hours of direct sun. 


probably a good soil ratio. However, if it 
retains its shape, there is probably a high 
clay content. In most cases, one cannot go 
wrong mixing in a bit of organic matter. 


Garden geography 

Take a moment to note the overall layout 
and drainage of the proposed herb garden. 
Ask a couple of questions: When it rains, 
where does the water go? Where does it 
puddle? What spots seem to dry out quick- 
ly? If the plot is in an area with poor 
drainage, a self-made “dam” of pebbles or 
decorative stones can alleviate the puddling 


Let the sun shine 

Herbs generally need four to six hours of 
direct sunlight for maximum growth poten- 
tial. Keep direct sunlight in mind when plot- 
ting the herb garden. 

Where possible, try to protect the herbs 
from direct weather and wind. Consider a 
simple picket fence or taller row of plants to 


shrubbery are pruned to allow optimal sun 
light exposure to the herb garden. Rely on 
decorative fencing and natural repellents to 
deter animals from using the herbs as their 
toilet area and to keep insect life at bay 
Also encourage family members to be care 
ful around the herb garden to prevent tram- 
pling. 

Plant considerations 

Now, it is time to think about what herbs 
to include in the garden. While there are 
many themes, select herbs that are personal 
ly appealing, both in scent and in taste. 

A few general planting tips to keep in 


can be easily reached. However, taller annu 
als like dill, lovage and angelica may need 
to be planted in the back, so they don’t 
tower over other, smaller herbs. 

Don’t plant tall plants in front of short 
plants, which can inhibit proper sun expo 
sure, 

Consider colors and textures when plant 
ing. While herb flowers are individually

Hammocks can create a cool, green office space 


(MS) — In designing an outdoor space, why not plan a spot that 
can double as a home office, with comfort and quiet built in? Why 
not create a “green office”? This workspace can be as simple as 
adding a lawn chair. But, hammock sellers are pitching a new ques- 
tion: why not make it more relaxing by using a hammock instead? 

Hammocks can create a green workspace, giving the phrase 
“working on the net” an entirely new meaning. With the wireless 
age of computers, working from any location — even the outdoors — 
is a real possibility. And if you are not connected, a backyard set- 
; p ling might lead to inspired ideas. hs

talic together: 

Watergarden Specialist Location, location, location — to provide the greatest comfort 
and eliminate any glare on the computer screen, place the ham- 
mock in the shade between two trees. Hammock hanging hooks, 
which are provided with most hammocks, should be installed 
approximately 5 feet above the ground for optimum hanging loca- 
uon. 

If one’s backyard is green, but not because of trees, hammock 
accessories are available, such as a stand to provide the correct 
installation, or a canopy to create shade. One can also add a ham- 
mock stand, canopy, side table or even a pillow (though not recom- 
mended for those working under deadline).

Higher grass 
creates shade and prevents the germination 
of crabgrass seeds. One can also try herbi- 
cides to control the crabgrass in your yard. 
Pre-emergent herbicides should be applied 
before daytime temperatures are consis- 


dog urine. But one can prevent this damage 
in the future with heavy watering and a lit- 
tle baking soda. Heavy watering will help 
dilute the concentration of nitrogen in the 
yard, and adding baking soda to a watering 


tently above 65 degrees. One can apply 
post-emergent herbicides on actively grow- 
ing crabgrass when temperatures are above 
70 degrees. Don’t apply post-emergent her- 
bicides if temperatures are expected to be 


above 90 degrees or if rainfall is expected 
within 24 hours. 

Q: How often should one fertilize the 
lawn? 

A: Most lawns need to be fertilized two 
to three times a year. Fertilizing should 
begin with the first mowing and finish 
when the grass is done growing for the 
year. 

Q: What are the benefits of a 
mulching mower? 

A: Mulching mowers return grass clip- 
pings to the lawn. Some of the benefits of 
using a mulcher mower include a healthier 
lawn (clippings serve as fertilizer and help 
retain and conserve needed moisture), time 
savings (there is no need to stop to empty 
the mower bag or fertilize as often), and 
cost savings (one can save on clippings dis- 
posal and fertilizer costs).

} (NAPSJ) - Container garden- 
ing, or growing plants in out- 
door or indoor pots or other con- 
tainers, remains one of the 
fastest-growing segments in the 
U.S. gardening industry. 
According to the most recent 
National Gardening Association 
‘ survey, more than 30 million 
households engage in container 
gardening — that’s a 500 percent 
increase since 1996. 

There are several reasons for 
the growing interest in container 
gardening. It’s a great way for 
beginners to learn more about

Garden containers fit in almost 
any space inside the house or on 
the balcony or patio. 

When it comes to container 
selection, virtually anything 
goes: antique washtubs, metal 
water cans or clay pots are all 
options. Larger pots should be 


essary, for proper drainage. 

To thrive, plants or flowers 
grown in containers should be 
placed in the shade or sunshine, 
wherever it grows best. This 
includes annuals, perennials, 
bulbs, cacti, roses and dwarf or 
smaller plant varieties as well. 

High-quality potting mixes 
make a great growing medium 
for plants, and choosing the 
right mix can make a big differ- 
ence. 

To be their best, container 


plants need the right amount of 


water and fertilizer to thrive. It’s 
also important to protect against 
insects such as aphids, thrips, 
whiteflies and others that can 
stunt a plant’s growth or kill it. 

Consider using the folowing: 

* a premium time-released 
fertilizer that feeds plants con- 
tinuously for up to nine months; 

* moisture control that helps

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g Turf wars: When pets 


are not your friends 


(MS) — Sure, one would like 
pets to be able to run, jump and 
play freely about the yard. But, 
that doesn’t mean that one also 
wants them ruining the lawn 
when they “do their business.” 

It is possible to cohabitate 
freely, and enjoy the yard in the 
process. Here are some tips, 
courtesy of Home and Garden 
Television and the Purdue Uni- 
versity Veterinary Teaching 
Hospital Wellness Clinic: 

Cats 

One of the best ways to deter 
cats from using the yard as their 
personal litter box is to make it 
uncomfortable anywhere where 
they aren't wanted. Conversely, 
make it as comfortable as possi- 
ble where they are permitted to 
litter. For example, cover cat- 
prone backyard areas with pine 
cones, sweetgum balls, chestnut 
husks, rosebush or bramble clip- 
pings or other material. Cats 
also like to dig and kick away 
soil to create the perfect spot 
Deter this by spacing plants 
closely. If plants aren’t mature 
yet, lay chicken wire on top of 
them — a sensation that the cat 
will not like underfoot. 

If the cat spends time indoors 
and outdoors, but is relegated to 
using an indoor litter box, make 
that litter box continually invit- 
ing. Keep the box clean and free 
of waste at all times, so the 
finicky cats won't decide to look 
for new places to relieve them- 
selves ... namely on the favorite 
plants. 

One can also create a cat 
haven in the yard by planting a 
garden especially for them. It 
can include plants like catmint, 
cat they and catnip. Remember, 
however, that not all cats will be 
attracted to such plants. 
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Dogs 
Dogs are often caught 
between a rock and a hard place. 
They are not allowed to relieve 
themselves indoors, and often 
must settle on restricted areas to 
take care of business. Lawn- 
lovers do not want to forgo their 
attractive lawn for one with 
brown spots — or worse. Howev- 
er, there are ways to make do. 

To remedy the problem, it 
helps to understand why brown, 
burnt spots happen. The funda- 
mental problem with the pres- 
ence of urine or feces on a lawn 
relates to the nitrogen content 
and concentration of these waste 
products. Dogs and cats are both 
carnivores, and there is an abun- 
dance of nitrogen that must be 
removed from the animals’ bod- 
ies because of their high-protein 
diet. Unfortunately, nitrogen can 
damage even the most tolerant 
lawns. Urine poses the greatest 
threat because its nitrogen is so 
concentrated. Female dogs o1 
males who “squat” are often the 
culprits of the most damage 
because the urine pools in one 
general area. To alleviate the sit- 
uation, frequently dissipate dog 
urine by hosing down the prob- 
lem areas. Also, promptly pick 
up solid waste so nitrogen will 
not seep into the ground. 

Another option is to give the 
dog a fenced-in area that’s strict- 
ly for him or her. In the dog’s 
area, build raised beds for orna- 
mentals or vegetables and 
spread timbers, bricks, stone or 
pea gravel on the ground. This 
way, there will be no vegetation 
for the dog to ruin. One can 
also camouflage the area from 
the resi of the yard with decora- 
tive climbing vines or ornamen 
tal pottery 
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(MS) — Fall foliage is breathtaking; but it is fairly short-lived, 
and every once in a while one may long for the flowers and fresh 
vegetables of spring and summer. So, maybe it is time to consider 
building a greenhouse in the backyard. 

The ancient Romans were the first to house plants under slabs of 
rock on top of heated pits. By the 18th century, explorers began to 
create glasshouses. But it was not until 1800 that gardeners realized 
light was important to a plant’s health. In 1851, Sir Joseph Paxton, 
a horticulturist for a British duke and the leading landscaper of his 
generation, erected London's Crystal Palace, a structure of iron and 
glass — the first of its kind in the world. Paxton’s creation set the 
stage for future greenhouse design. 

But the greatest achievements for home greenhouses have come 
in the last 40 years. Today, about 1,500 people are members of the 
Hobby Greenhouse Association, a group that provides enthusiasts 
with advice on the upkeep of home greenhouses. 

If one is thinking about constructing and maintaining a green- 
house in the backyard — whether it be to have vegetables all year or 
simply because gardening is one’s passion — here are some things to 
consider:

Greenhouses make it springtime all year 


In a cold greenhouse, the temperature should be between 40 and 
45 degrees. This climate is best for growing seedlings, which rarely 
require lots of heat, and it is a great place to get a jump-start on 
summer gardens, including tomatoes, a plant that is often hard to 
grow. 

Building the greenhouse 

After one has decided what type of greenhouse to build, start 
planning its location. Pay attention to the parts of the backyard that 
get maximum amounts of sunlight during the day. Greenhouses 
should receive at least six hours of direct sunlight a day, but one can 
supplement light with lamps if necessary, especially during winter's 
shorter days. Check with experts at a nursery, garden center or com- 
mercial greenhouse for advice on what type of supplemental light 
will serve your needs. (It varies, depending on the types of plants 
one is growing.) 

Also, consider the design of the greenhouse. For example, if one 
lives in a snowy climate, a house with an arched, rounded roof that 
forces the precipitation to the ground is a good choice. Mounds of 
snow piled on top of the greenhouse could cause structural damage 
and reduce the temperature inside. One also has to decide if the 
greenhouse will be separate from the home, or attached. 

Maintenance 

The fun begins once the greenhouse is up and running. The key 
to success is paying attention to the plants. Keep the temperature 
constant, and water and fertilize plants as directed. Remember, as a 
greenhouse keeper, green is now the signature color. Wear it well.
